Diaappolnting Returna. 
Poultry commiaalon merchants say 
that one raaaon why a great many 
shippera are diaappolated In the prices 
they reoelTO on good poultry is that 
they peralat In shipping stock of sizes 
which are not In demand. Thus enor- 
mous quantities of chicks weighing 
three to four pounds are sent to all 
the large cities, and us tli"v are neitli 
er broilers nor roasters, are sold on 
the open market at the lowest priees 
going. Of course the shippers wlm 
know that the quality of the stock 
was good is dlssatiafled with the re 
turns. Por the city market there is 
nothing between the broiler and ti.e 
roaator. Cockrels not marketed at 
hrollor alaa ahoold be held for roasters, 
and If poaalbia shonld be caponized. 
If this Is dona they can be held for n 
favorable market. Cockrels wnlch 
have not tieen caponized must be mar- 
keted while soft, no matter liow poor 
the prices are, for aftrr they become 
hard and "Htaggy" they bring uo more 
than old cocka.— Farm Poultry. 

Buff Leghorni. 

The appearance of the Huff l.es- 
horn, the latest addition to the Medi- 
terranean class, was In response to 
tho growing popularity of the buff 
breeds. The color appeara to meet 
the requlremenU of those who wish 
a fowl with light plumage and wdth 
light pin feathers in the drefs carcass, 
desiring at the same time a richer and 
more Bhowy hue than belongs to the 
white varieties.

To Heap idle horM».Wtona.fllPw- 
Ing colta orar a year v till iUiMdur 
Ing the winter aeason la niot only very 
expensive In feed and labor, but is fre- 
quently of poaitlva Injury to the horees 
themselves. The home requires a 
great deal of exercise, and when this 
ext'rcise, is not given in the way of 
Work, they should be allowed to take 
It in the open fields. The cheapest 
aud best way of carlag tor horaas, 
whether Idle or young, through the 
winter aeason, is to tur% tham out on 
a blue graaa paature whIA baa not 
been paatured down eloaaly In the 
falU Thia, with a ahad to rtin under 
during severe storms, a hay or straw 
stack, and access to salt and water, 
la all that this claas of horaas need, 
and they thrive much better under It 
than if kept up In the stable. Much 
uf the vigor and stamina ot Uie range 
burses Is due to tbalr. tn%:Vi» Ud 
abundant exercise. 

We do not believe in luder-feeding. 
Orowlng horaaa, eapaclally, ahouid bo 
wall fad. It not, tbara aannot be suffl- 
dent growth, but Una graaa paature, 
such as we have maiitlon#d, givea 
them about aa good feed In winter aa 
they have on grass In the summer, 
and If there Is six Inches of snow on 
the groind. all the better, for the rea- 
son that the blue grass keeps green 
under the snow ami horses will have 
no difflculty in discovering it. They 
will grow a long coat of hair and look 
shaggy and rough, but we will take 
our cbancea for a good summer's wprk 
with horaea kept In thIa wa/ rather 
than with boraan that bava bean kept 
in tha Btabla and fed, aa they are al- 
moat earUIn to be, on com. 

Almost equal to that method is that 
of allowing them the run of a field of 
corn stalks and adjoining It a field of 
second crop clover. We have tried 
both ways and find less difference 
than might be expected. Whether on 
blue grass or on clover, horses run- 
ning at largo should have a little grain 
In March and April for tbsL raaaon 
that the apriag ralaa raadar nu* vaa* 
ture leas nutritloua. Wa have tried 
these methods for about fifteen years 
and know whereof we speak. 

We do not recommend this method 
for weanling colts. They should be 
fed a good ration of corn and oats and 
allowed free access during the day- 
time to open yards or fields. A colt 
stunted the llrst year, as many ar<' by 
husiifflcieni feed and shelter, Is stunted 
for life, ana will lose at least 100 
pounds in mature weight. Which Is 
worth anywhere from tan to ^ttt centa 
a pound. There la so mora ahort- 
alghted economy than that of attaiting 
the grain feed ot colta tha drat winter. 
When yon are laying the foundation, 
get It as large as you can, provided It 
is made of good material— Wallace'a 
Farmer., 

Brown Swiss,

FORAGE CROPS. 



How Thay Can Be Used At a Decided 
ProlH. 

All farmera on small or moderately 
sized holdings who keep ntH stock 
should also grow forage crops in ad- 
dition to their grass pasturea, aince 
they BO much reduce the area required 
for the latter. As a rule, the necessity 
for growing these crops will increase 
with the less favorable conditions for 
growing grass pastures and vice versa. 

When farmers generally who live 
upon arable lands give that attention 
to the growing of this olaaa ot forage 
crops which they ought to, froai tne 
standpoint of self Interest, no limit 
can be set to the possible Inoraaae 
in live stock and live stock produeta. 
More especially will this be true when 
they give that attention also to the 
growini; of soiling and fodder which 
their imiiortaiice ileiiiands. In those 
e-icouraging days that are drawing 
near, the production In these lines 
that will be obtained from the small 
areaa would aatoolsh many of tha far- 
mera of to-day. And the inoraiM wUl 
no leaa apply to the quantity tnia to 
the quality of the product, becauae of 
the suitable character of the food fur- 
nished, because of its seaaooglrfaneaa 
and because of its abundaaoe. 

When nearly 100 sheep can be pas- 
tured from the closing days of April 
to 4 he opening days of Novmber on ten 
a< i es of such forage, as has been done 
ut the Minnesota University experi- 
ment farm, the poaaibilitlea in live 
slock production light up with a paeul- 
iar brightnaaa. Whan It la ramem- 
bered that fha aoil waa auidy, that the 
subsoil was sand or gravel or a mix- 
ture of the two, that the land had been 
but feebly fertilized, the brightneas 
grows more radiant. And when It Is 
called ti> mind tliat ten tons of cured 
fodder and ten tons of boiling food 
wore also taken from thu same ten 
acres during the growing period, and 
that much used forage waa ploughed 
under aa green manure, the firmament 
of poaalbia production .becomea all 
ablasa with promlaa, Tha flrat to look

In les: onse to a ^oo<I deal of 
questioning the old man told this 
stoiy Af how the roll of tobacco 
was mode: 

''Fnst and fo'most," he said, 
' yon mnst have good upland home- 
grown lei f terbaker and cure it in 
the Siin. Then you stem it, takin' 
out all the stalks. ' When you 10 
ready in the fall to make np your 
year's supply t)f chawin' terhaker 
you saw otT a hickory log and bore 
a hole in oneend about a foot deei> 
with a- two-inch auger. You have 
your leaf soaked in honey and 
peach brandy; or if yon havenjt 
any poacli brandy apple brandy 
will do. You put yo\ir soaked ter- 
baker into the two-inoh auger hole 
in the hickory log and keep ram- 
ming it down until the hole is 
nearly full. Then you take a hick- 
ory plug made to fit the hole and 
drive it in as tight as you can with 
a maul. This mashes the terbaker 
into a solid ohnnk. Then you 
put the grecMi hickory log unto a 
fire and let it bum slowly till its 
heated through and through and 
the sap begins to sizzle out of both 
ends. You take the log otf then 
and put it out of doors to oool over 
night. The next morning you split 
the log open and there's your 
chunk of chawin' terbaker that 
will keep as hard as leather in any 
climate, but it's the sweetest chaw- 
in the world. Th^re never was no 
store terbaker to hdd a candle to 
it as a sweet, |uioy, lasting chaw." 

Several tobaooo ohewers stand- 
ing around sampled the old man's 
homemade plug and declared that 

it was the best they had ever tast- 
ed. 

"In the old days that's t!:o way 
tiie fust settlers in Missouri made 
their chawin' 4erbaker," the old 
man said.— jBzohange.
